Hr. Nixon advised that the only time he was in 
Dallas, Texas during 1963 was two days prior to the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy. He vaguely thought there 
was some invitation extended during the early part of I963, 
probably in April, for him to come to Dallas, but that It 
never materialized, nor did he give any consideration to going 
there . Mr . Nixon ceuld not even recall the circumstances 
surrounding the invitation, but did observe that conceivably 
there could have been some publicity indicating that he had 
been invited to come to Dallas. Mr. Nixon said that if 
anything more concrete comes to his mind or after his 
secretary checks his records which would indicate the 
circumstances surrounding this , he viould immediately notify 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. He did say positively 
that he had no intention of visiting Dallas during April I963. 
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
